Lorpox, November 17—As Kin: Man smply 
waited until ne was quite ready and then struck 
naturally he is successful so far at every point. 
Russiao officers have taken caré that the Bulgarian 
army shouid be a little more than a Russian army 
corps, unfitted for independent action. The recent 
levies of raw men are useless avainst Servian 
superiority in both numbers and discipiine. As the 
telegraphic news comes chiefly through Servian 
sources it may be assumed that the Bulgarians 
have offered a stout resistance, that their ourposts 
have been driven back upon the fortified positions, 
and that big fighting is still to come. The proba- 
bility is that after a desperate battle the 
Servlans will occupy Sofiia, and then 
we shall know what the Powers meantodo. Bul- 
garia is perfectly suited for guerrilla warfare, and, 
therefore, the Servian successes in the field may 
not be decisive. Greece is the point of great 
interest at the present moment, as her action wi 
probably give a clew to the diplomatic under 
currents. There is reason to believe that this action 
will be prompt and striking. The situation, except 
in military matters, ig obscure in the extreme. 
The Times’ Paris correspondent, who, despite the 
fun always provoked by his conceit, and who, 
doubtless, is the best informed journalist in 
Europe, confesses his entire inability to foresee the 
next move. 


The Slaughter at Dragoman. 
Special (ablegrum to he Post-Dispatch. 
Loxbox. November 17.—Dragoman Pass nas deen 
captured by the Servians after a heavy battle and 
great slaughter, and the Servians encamped after 
their victory in the Bulgarian positions. Their 
ligbt cavalry are pursuing the fleeing Bul- 
garians, and the immediate capture of 
Sofia by a flying column is expected. The battle 
lasted several hours, and the Bulgafians’ positions 
were assaulted and taken at the point of the bayo- 
net, one after the other. The Bulgarians were 
unable to save their heavy guns and lost ali their 
stores. The flying troops, hemmed in 
the deep gorges of the pass, 
were shot down and captured in large numbers. 
The Bu garian killed and wounded is given by 
Servian sources at pearly 1,000 and the prisoners 
at 1.500. The Servian army is preparing to follow 
up theictory by a rapid mareh on Sofia, Reports 
are at hand flrom Belgrade of a complete victory 
of the Bregora division of the Servians over the 
Bulgarian forces on the Widdin road.
